velers Insurance Co., of N.Y. 
State that of 21,421 drivers’ in- 


volved in accidents during the 
first quarter of 1933, only 127 


were intoxicated; of 22,007 drivers 
involved during first quarter of 
1934, 135 were intoxicated. The 
National Safety Council surveying 
non-fatal accidents in a number of 
states finds that the number of 
drivers involved during the first 
quarter of 1934 was’ greater by 
6,507 than the number involved 
during first quarter of 1933, and 
that the number of those who had 
been drinking was increased by 
469. That which demoralizes and 
destroys sober thought can cor- 
tinue to be nothing but a curse.

We are here inserting a cut of 
the interior of the wonderful Me- 
morial Auditorium in Chattanooga 
where our Assembly will convene: 
Oct. 6-12. The magn 'ficent ctiuc- 
ture, which has been cailed one of 
the three greatest auditoriums in 
America, furnishes the citizens of 
Chattanooga a convenient gather- 
ing place. In addition, the Audi- 
torium has gone, far toward mak- 
ing Chattanooga a famous con- 
vention city. Here thousands of 
delegates and visitors congregate 
with every convenience and com- 
fort for convention sessions at 


hand. Chattanooga enjoys nu- 
merous conventions and _ thou- 
sands of visitors each year, and 


the Memorial Auditorium is a fac- 
tor of prime importance in their 
selection of the city for their meet- 
ing place. 

The building is 155x280 feet, 
fireproof throughout and _ has 
street entrances from all four 
sides. A basement under the en- 
tire building with a grade entrance 
on Oak Street is provided. In this 
basement there is a large exhibit 
room, 151x172 feet, also kitchen, 
cafe, check room, offices, etc.

The main Auditorium is entered 
through the Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Memorial Hall, which is 57x84 feet 
and fronts on McCallie Avenue. 

The main Auditorium seats 
5,500 and has a commodious stage 
which will seat 500. Each seat in 
the Auditorium permits a full view 
of every part of the stage. 

Twelve large exhibition booths 
surround the main Auditorium and 
are arranged with wide concourse 
behind so that delegates and others 
may pass around and examine ex- 
hibits while a convention is in ses- 
sion without disturbing the con- 
vention’s proceedings. These may 
be used for Book Rooms, taking 
Evangel subscriptions, etc. 

Connections for water, gas, 
electricity and compressed air are 
provided. Over 70,000 square feet 
of exhibit space are available in 
the main Auditorium and the hall 
below. 

Above Memorial Hall is a small- 
er theatre seating 1,500 which is 
provided with a_ well-equipped 
stage, dressing rooms and other 
appointments that make _ it ideal 
for small conventions and lectures, 
ideal for Y. P. E. meetings. On

the first and second floors there 
are several committee rooms seat- 
ing from 50 to 500 each. 

Throughout the entire building, 
provision has been made for the 
convenient handling of committee 
meetings and special gatherings 
by providing assembly rooms con- 
venient to the larger assembly 
places. 

I have had many inquiries con- 
cerning enterta‘nment, the cost of 
sleeping quarters, etc., also places 
for camping. 

We have two churches in Chat- 
tanooga with large memberships. 
Members of these churches will 
have rooms at 25c per person each 
night; smaller hotels and rooming 
houses near the Auditorium will 
have a rate of 50c per person. 
C class hotels will have a rate of 
75c per person and up. B class 
$1.00 per person and up. Rooms at 
tourist camps can be had for $6.00 
per week with double bed and ar- 
rangements for cooking. Camping 
ground with running water and 
rest room accommodations can be 
had for $1.00 per week, for $2.00 
including hot and cold _ baths.

It cost all 
the Son of God had to purchase 
this great salvation and it will cost 
all we have to obtain it. Jesus said, 
“If any man will come after me, 
let him deny himself, and take up 
his cross, and follow me.”’ Here 
are three distinct elements in 
Christian discipleship. We must 
possess them and it costs to do so. 
First, deny ourselves. Jesus did. 
Take up the cross. Jesus did. Fol- 
low Jesus; Jesus did the work of 
Him that sent Him. Do not think 
you can get something for noth- 
ing. You can not. But this is that 
which is worth buying. 

I once heard of a man on Brook- 
lyn bridge. He was a Jew and ne 
was rich. The crowd as they pass- 
ed by heard him shouting. He said, 
I’ll give you ten dollars for a coat 
button, ten dollars for a coat but- 
ton, ten dollars for a coat button.” 
People gathered, twisted off their 
coat buttons, and received the ten 
dollars. Finally the police arrived 
on the scene and pronounced the 
Jew insane. He did not know value. 
Men will sell their souls for the 
dance, cigarettes, but give nothing 
to inherit eternal life. Buy the 
truth and sell it not. 

What Does Truth cost? 

It costs all. It cost the Apostle 
Paul his life as he was beheaded 
on Nero’s chopping block. It cost 
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Peter his life as he was crucified 
head down. It cost Thomas his life 
as he was skinned alive. Our lives 
are given us to be spent in the ser- 
vice of the Lord. Though we ma, 
not have the privilege to die for 
Jesus’ sake, aS a martyr, we can 
live and spend our lives for the ser- 
vice of the Lord. It cost the Lord 
His all; it will cost us our all. Re- 
member what it cost Zaccheus, the 
man who climbed the tree. The 
world will reject us, hate us, de- 
spise us but buy the truth and sell 
it not. 
How can We Sell It? 

Remember Lot’s wife. “He that 
putteth his hand to the plow and 
looketh back is not fit for the king- 
dom.” Esau sold it for a meal of 
pottage. Judas sold the truth for 
thirty pieces of silver. Zech. 11:12, 
“And I said unto them, If ye think 
good give me my price and if not 
forbear. So they weighed for my 
price, thirty pieces of silver.”’ King 
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Saul sold it. Ananias and Sapphira 
sold it and fell down dead. The rich 
young ruler sold it. All who resist 
the wooing of the Spirit of God sell 
the truth. All who say not tonight 
and are continually putting off 
their salvation are selling it. The 
preacher who preaches to suit the 
people is selling it. The man who 
takes part of the truth and rejects 
or omits the rest is selling it. So 
this world is in a turmoil as every- 
thing is failing because the world 
is selling the truth. 
What is the Result? 

The wicked shall be turned into 
hell and all the nations that forget 
God. He that hardeneth his heart 
and stiffeneth his neck shall sud- 
denly be cut off and that without 
remedy. Whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast 
into the lake of fire. A terrible re- 
sult, eternal punishment and sor- 
row and loss. Let us buy the truth 
and SELL IT NOT.

LINGERING THOUGHTS IN THE 
MESSAGE DELIVERED THE 
NIGHT HE DIED 


Theme: “Three Powers Thai 
Have an Influence Over the Soul 
of Man.” 

Scripture reading: Luke 19:1-i0. 

Text: Luke 19:10. 

Zacchaeus, although chief of the 
publicans and a rich man, was lost 
and needed a Savior. When he 
heard about Jesus there was a de- 
sire in his heart to see him. No 
doubt he had heard about the mir- 
acles Jesus had performed and the 
great healings He had done, there- 
fore, when he heard that Jesus 
was to pass that way, I imagine he 
locked his office and said, “ I am 
going to see Jesus.’’ When he came 
where Jesus was he could not get 
near because of the multitude 
which thronged Him. This did not 
stop him but put a greater desire 
in his heart to see Jesus. He 
thought for a moment, saying, 
“What can I do? This I will do: 
down there is a sycamore tree. ! 
will go ahead of this crowd and 
climb the tree because I am_ so 
small of stature. I shall never be 
able to see Him except I get above 
this crowd.” So he ran ahead and 
climbed up the tree. 

Friends, he put forth an effort 
to see the Son of God, the man 


who came to seek and to save that 


which was lost. When Jesus came 
near the tree no doubt Zacchaeus 
thought, “He won’t see me,” but 
to his surprise Jesus looked up 
and said, ‘“‘Zacchaeus, make haste 
and come down for today I must 
abide at your house.” When Zac- 
chaeus heard His sweet, gentle 
voice and saw he was no longer 
hid from view, he not only came 
down, but said, “Lord, the half of 
my goods I will give to the poor, 
and if I have taken anything from 
any man by false accusation, I 
will restore unto him fourfold.” In 
other words, If I have taken one 
dollar, I will restore four dollars. 

Matt. 9:13 says, “I did not come 
to call the righteous but sinners to 
repentance.” It is the sinner who is 
lost and Jesus came seeking to 
save that which was lost. If you 
will only listen to the tender, sma!}l 
voice that is now seeking your los: 
soul, you will know Jesus is seek- 
ing you. 

Were you ever lost in the nat- 
ural? I was lost once while in 
sin. My friend and I went hunting 
on the water in a boat. When we 
began to think, in the afternoon, 
of coming home, to our great sur- 
prise we were lost. We both began 
to shoot our guns and hollo. At 
length we caught the sound of a 
voice in the distance. We began to 
row our boat in that direction.

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“6he “Gribulation Saints 


S. W. LATIMER Gen. Overseer 


I am writing this piece by spe- 
cial request from some who heard 
me make a remark concerning the 


tribulation saints at the camp 
meeting in Florida. 
In the latter part of the 26th 


verse of Daniel 9, we have these 
words, “The people of the prince 
that shall come shall destroy the 
city and the sanctuary.” This part 
of this verse was fulfilled when 
Titus besieged Jerusalem A. D. 70. 
“And the end thereof shall be with 
a flood, and unto the end of the 
war desolations are determined.” 
This is speaking of the indetermi- 
nate period which we are near the 
close of. 

The next great event will be the 
rapture and after the rapture Dan. 
9:27 will be fulfilled. “And he shali 
confirm the covenant with many 
for one week: and in the midst of 
the week he shall cause the sacri- 
fice and the oblation to cease, and 
for the overspreading of abomina- 
tions he shall make _ it desolate, 
even until the consummation, and 
that determined shall be poured 
upon the desolate.” 

I want to deal mainly with those 
scriptures that pertain to the seven 
years of tribulation. Dan. 7:25, 
“And he shall speak great words 
against the most High, and shall 
wear out the saints of the most 
High, and think to change times 
and laws: and they shail be given 
into his hand until a time and 
times and the dividing of time.” 
Dan. 8:23-25, ‘And in the latter 
time of their kingdom, when the 
transgressors are come to the full, 
a king of fierce countenance, and 
understanding dark sentences, 
shall stand up. And his power sha!l 
be mighty, but not by his own pow- 
er: and he shall destroy wonder- 
fully, and shall prosper, and prac- 
tice, and shall destroy the mighty 
and the holy people. And through 
his policy also he shall cause craft 
to prosper in his hand; and he shall 
magnify himself in his heart, and 
by peace shall destroy many: he 
shall also stand up against the 
Prince of princes; but he shall be 
broken without hand.” Th’'s shows 
the power that Antichrist will ex- 
ercise over the governments of the 
world and that he will recover the 
broken down condition of com- 
merce. 


Dan. 11:21-24, “And inhi 
estate shall stand up a vile person, 
to whom they shall not give the 
honour of the kingdom but he 
shall come in peaceably, and ob- 
ta’n the kingdom by flatteries. And 
with the arms of a flood shall they 
be overflown from before him, and 
shall be broken; yea, also the 
prince of the covenant. And afte~ 
the league made with him he shali 
work deceitfully: for he shall come 
up, and shall become strong with 
a small people. He _ shall enter 
peaceably even upon the fattes: 
places of the province; and he shall 
do that which his fathers have not 
done, nor his fathers’ fathers; he 
shall scetier among them the prey, 
and spoil, and riches: yea, and he 
shall forecast his devices against 
the strong holds, even for a time.” 

V. 32, “And such as do wickedly 
against the covenant shall be cor- 
rupt by flatteries: but the people 
that do know their God _ shall be 
strong, and do exploits.” It is 
proven by the Bible, especially the 
4th and 5th chapters of Revelation, 
that the rapture has taken plac 
and the raptured saints are around 
the throne in heaven. 

In the first two verses of the 6th 
chapter of Revelation we have th: 
breaking of the first seal. ‘‘And I 
saw when the Lamb opened one 
of the seals, and I heard, as it were 
the noise of thunder, one of tke 
four beasts saying, Come and see. 
And I saw, and behold a white 
horse: and he that sat on him had 
a bow; and a crown was given un- 
to him: and he went forth con- 
quering, and to conquer.” This pe- 
riod lasts three and a half years. 
The world will then be plunged in- 
to the last three and a half years 
of the tribulation week, which will 
be the greatest persecution and 
suffering that the world has ever 
known. After the breaking of the 
second seal this terrible catastro- 
phe begins. 

In Rev. 6:9-11 we have the open- 
ing of the fifth seal, “And when 
he had opened the fifth seal, I saw 
under the altar the souls of them 
that were slain for the word of 
God, and for the testimony which 
they held: And they cried with a 
loud voice, saying, How long, O 
Lord, holy and true, dost thou not 
judge and avenge our blood on 
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them that dwell on the earth? And 
white robes were given unto every 
one of them; and it was said unto 
them, that they should rest yet for 
a little season, until their fellow- 
servants also and their brethren, 
that should be killed as they were, 
should be fulfilled.” Following the 
general order of God’s punishment 
of the wicked and the authority 
and destruction of Antichrist, 
these are classed as the first mar- 
tyrs of tne tribulation. 

In Rey. 7:4-8 we have the sealing 
of the 144,000 Jews. These are 
kept thru the entire tribulation 
week and are the only survivors 
that make it thru that awful time 
alive, and they remain -on eaith 
until the return of Jesus in Rev. 
19:11-15. In Rev. 7:9-17 is a de- 
scription of the real tribulation 
saints, “After this I beheld, and, 
lo, a great multitude, which no 
man could number, of all nations, 
and kindreds, and people, and ton- 
gues, stood before the throne, and 
before the Lamb, clothed with 
white robes, and palms in _ their 
hands; and cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Saivation to our God which 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb. And all the angels stood 
round about the throne, and about 
the elders and the four beasts, and 
fell before the throne on _ their 
faces, and worshipped God, saying, 
Amen: Blessing, and glory, and 
wisdom, and thanksgiving, and 
honour, and power, and might, be 
unto our God for ever and ever. 
Amen. And one of the elders an- 
swered, saying unto me, What are 
these which are arrayed in white 
robes? and whence came _ they? 
And I said unto him, Sir, thou 
knowest. And he said to me, These 
are they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. Therefore are 
they before the throne of God, and 
serve him day and night in his 
temple: and he that sitteth on the 
throne shall dwell among them. 
They shall hunger no more, neith- 
er thirst any more; neither shall 
the sun light on them, nor any 
heat. For the Lamb which is in the 
midst of the throne shall feed 
them, and shall lead them unto liv- 
ing fountains of waters: and God 
shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes.” 

This proves beyond a doubt that 
there will be millions of people 
who will give their lives during the 
tribulation for the Word of God 
and the testimony of Jesus Christ. 
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It was not my thought when I 
made the remark about my broth- 
er-in-law giving his life rather 
than take the mark of the beast, 
that sinners without any salvation 
in this awful trial would be able 
to do that. The Bible makes it 
plain concerning the _ tribulation 
saints, who have missed the rap- 
ture, that their names have been 
written in the Lamb’s book of 
life. The general tenor of the 
Scriptures also teaches that many 
will be deceived by the man of sin 
and no doubt will fall, but the peo- 
ple who know their God shall be 
strong and do exploits. This will 
be an awful time for those who fail 
to be ready to go when Jesus 
comes. Many conscientious teach- 
ers believe that the foolish virgins 
in Matt. 25 represent the tribula- 
tion saints, and I am satisfied that 
they do, for we find so many scrip- 
tures in Daniel and Revelation that 
refer to the people who will be 
dealt with by the man of sin and 
the Scriptures make it plain that 
many will not be ready to meet the 
Lord. 


Jesus in Luke 21:34-36 warns 
the people to pray that they might 
escape the awful tribulation that 
is coming upon all the world to 
try them. “‘And take heed to your- 
selves, lest at any time your 
hearts be overcharged with sur- 
feiting, and drunkeness, and cares 
of this life, and so that day come 
upon you unawares. For as a 
snare shall it come on all them 
that dwell on the face of the whole 
earth. Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always, that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these 
things that shall come to pass, and 
to stand before the Son of man.” 

I believe the tribulation saints 
will be made up of the teeming 
millions of earth who have failed 
to accept the entire Word of God 
and receive the fullness of the 
blessing, but they know enough 
about the Lord and His Word to 
realize what it will mean to take 
the mark of the beast, and know- 
ing the awful consequence of hell 
and its horrors they will give their 
lives before they will take his 
mark. 

The two witnesses in Rev. 11:3- 
7 will preach the everlasting gos- 
pel to the tribulation saints, and I 
believe they will receive the Holy 
Ghost just as we have Him now, 
and will be able to overcome. 
“And I will give power unto my 
two witnesses, and they shall pro- 
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phesy a thousand two hundred 
and threescore days, clothed in 
sackcloth. These are the two olive 
trees, and the two candlesticks 
standing before the God of the 
earth. And if any man will hurt 
them, fire proceedeth out of their 
mouth, and devoureth their ene- 
mies: and if any man will hurt 
them, he must in this manner 
be killed. These have power to 
shut heaven, that it rain not in the 
days of their prophecy: and have 
power over waters to turn them to 
blood, and to smite the earth with 
all plagues, as often as they will. 
And when they shall have finished 
their testimony, the beast that 
ascendeth out of the bottomless 
pit shall make war against them, 
and shall overcome them, and kill 
them.” 

Rev. 13:8, “And all that dwell 
upon the earth shall worship him, 
whose names are not written in 
the book of life of the Lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world.” 
This shows that there will be a 
people whose names are not writ- 
ten in the book of life, that will 
worship the beast and will be de- 
stroyed by the brightness of the 
coming of Jesus. 

Rev. 13:11-16, ‘And I beheld 
another beast coming up out of 
the earth; and he had two horns 
like a lamb, and he _ spoke as a 
dragon. And he exerciseth all the 
power of the first beast before 
him, and causeth the earth and 
them which dwell therein to wor- 
ship the first beast, whose deadly 
wound was healed. And he doeth 
great wonders, so that he maketh 
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fire come down from heaven on 
the earth in the sight of men, and 
deceiveth them that dwell on the 
earth, by the means of those mira- 
cles which he had power to do in 
the sight of the beast; saying to 
them that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the 
beast, which had the wound by a 
sword, and did live. And he had 
power to give life unto the image 
of the beast, that the image of the 
beast should both speak, and cause 
that as many as would not wor- 
ship the image of the beast should 
be killed. And he causeth all, both 
small and great, rich and poor, 
free and bond, to receive a mark 
in their right hand, or in their 
foreheads.” 

Here we have the working pow- 
ers of the false prophet that comes 
to aid the beast in the deception 
of those who are weak and will be 
overcome by the miracles which 
he has power to do, and all who 
do not take his mark will be kill- 
ed. This is going to be an awful 
time of testing. It is our privilege 
to have the fullness of the bless- 
ing for which Jesus came and 
died, and go in the rapture and 
miss all these trials that shall 
come upon all the world to try 
men, but it remains a fact that 
millions will not go and in the 
tribulation week they will be able 
to stand as a witness for God and 
give their lives rather than take 
this mark. These will stand on a 
sea of glass before the throne and 
sing the song of redemption with 


the 144,000.

When we came to land it was a 
strange land to us. Why? We were 
lost. After walking out on land we 
saw that we were at home where 
we had lived for years. The reason 
the place at first was strange, 
friends, was because we were lost. 
It is a terrible thing to be lost. 

St. John 10:10 says, “I am come 
that they might have life, and that 
they might have it more abundant- 
ly.” The world at large was _ in 
need of a Savior. Sin had blighted 
the human race. But Jesus came 
to seek and to save that which was 
lost. 

The second power over the soul 
is found in 1 Peter 5:8, “The de- 
vil, as a roaring lion, walketh 
about, seeking whom he may de- 
vour.” See the contrast in the 
two? Jesus came seeking to save 
that which was lost. Satan comes 
seeking whom he may devour. He 
devours your’ influence, your 
home, your good name, your hap- 
piness; separates husband and 
wife, devours their influence, de- 
vours their children. When he de- 
vours a man’s or woman’s respect 
for home, he soon has their will 
power devoured, then he has them 
in his clutches. He devours their 
honesty and their morals, then 
happiness is devoured. He devours 
friendship between good friends, 
devours mother’s daughter, de- 
vours father’s son; leads him in a 
drunkard’s path to the gambling 
den, then to a life of shame, and fi- 
nally devours the life, sending the 
soul to the lake of fire where there 
shall be weeping, wailing, and 
gnashing of teeth; where the 
worm dieth not and the fire is not 
quenched. 

For an illustration, think a mo- 
ment of the lion, the king of the 
forest. When he roars other ani- 
mals kick gravel and get out of his 
reach, but think of a lion quietly 
sitting by the side of a path in the 
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forest and a little lamb who has 
become lost is traveling slowly 
down the path, not thinking of 
harm. He comes near the lion 
which leaps upon him, crushes his 
bones, and devours his little body. 
Friends, you are carelessly passing 
down the path of time. There is a 
devourer by the way, so do be 
careful. Jesus is seeking to save 
you from the clutches of the fion. 

Our next and last ,but not least, 
thought is found in Luke 15:18, 
19. “I will arise and go to my fa- 
ther, and I will say unto him, Fa- 
ther, I have sinned against heaven 
and before thee, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son; make 
me as one of thy hired servants.” 
Friends, God has put within you 
the power of choice, or a will pow- 
er. You can easily say, I will, or, I 
won’t. Just think of this poor man 
who had spent all his living in 
rioting and at last had gone to the 
hog pen to feed hogs. A Jew could 
stoop no lower than this. 

A man who uses his will power 
to get to Christ will be saved. “I 
will arise and go” simply means to 
put forth an effort to go to the 
Christ who is seeking to save you. 
When you return you receive life 
for death, love for hate, a robe of 
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righteousness instead of being 
naked in sin, the ring (a type of 
God’s endless love) and are shod 
with the gospel of peace. You re- 
ceive peace for a burden, gladness 
for sadness. There is placed with- 
in every one the power of choice. 
You may take the small child, if it 
is old enough to notice, offer it a 
pretty when it is hungry and see 
how quickly it will refuse that that 
it doesn’t want. You have within 
you this power of choice, sinner; 
will you make your choice _ to- 
night? Will you say, I will, and 
arise now and let Jesus save you? 
He is pleading now for your soul. 
Will you choose life or death? May 
God help you to say, I will. It mat- 
ters not how stooped in sin, how 
far you have wandered, if you can 
hear His voice, He is seeking to 
save you. Have you gone so far in 
sin that you can’t hear His tender 
voice? Some of you hear that 
voice now. Will you come, say yes 
to God tonight, and live? He is 
pleading. Please settle the question 
tonight and step out and say, I will 
arise and go to my Father for hu 
has bread and to spare and I per- 
ish with hunger. Why will you die 
when Jesus is pleading and seek- 
ing to save tonight?

AMOS DENOUNCES SELF-INDULGENCE 


TEXT: Amos 6:1-7, 11-14 — MEMORY VERSE: Gal. 6:7 
TIME: About 760 B. C. — PLACE: The prophecy was probably spoken at Bethel. 
GOLDEN TEXT: Seek good, and not evil, that ye may live—Amos 5:14. 
LEADING THOUGHT: Intemperance and immorality will bring destruction up- 


on both individuals and nations. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 


WOES PRONOUNCED 

V. 1. “Woe to them that are at ease 
in Zion.” The reference is to those living 
in offensive security and pleasing only 
themselves, Isa. 32:9, 11; Zeph. 1:12. The 
Septuagint has it. “Them that sitteth at 
nought in Zion,” i. e. the plea of the 
needy in the principle of justice and 
right. The god of ease is very deceitful 
and has many worshippers. Men should 
be concerned about the needs of the peo- 
ple in their communities in trying to 
assist and help them in a most useful 
way. Idleness can be nothing less than 
idolatry; the idol is nothing and thuse 
who spend their time idly do nothing 
that is lasting good. “And trust in the 
mountain of Samaria.” The city was 
deemed impregnable and _ stood intact 
against the Assyrians’ invasion for a pe- 
riod of three years before it was finally 
taken, 2 Kings 8:9. The supposed impreg- 
nability of the city led to the feeling cf 
perfect security and dwelling at ease. 
“Which are named chief of the nations.” 
The reference is to the principal men of 
Israel] which had the proud title of cne 
chief of the nations because it was belov- 
ed and elected of God. it was designed to 
keep alive true religion and set an 2x- 
ample to the rest of the world, Ex. 9:5; 
Num. 1:17; Deut. 4:20. “To whom the 
house of Israel came!” They resorted to 
these chief ones for counsel] and judg- 
ment, 2 Sam. 15:4. These ought to have 
been a_ pattern of righteousness and 
equity. 

COMPARISONS MENTIONED 

Vv. 2. “Pass ye unto Calneh, and see.” 
Samaria located in the northern kingdom 
was more favorably situated than other 
countries or neighboring cities. Calneh 
Was one of the five great Babylonian 
cities located in southern’ Babylonia, 
Gen. 10:10; Isa. 10:9, one of the oldest 
cities in the world. “And from thence go 
ye to Hamath the great.” The principal 
city of upper Syria, a place of great im- 
portance, later called Epiphany after 
Antiochus Epiphanes, Gen. 10:15; Num. 
25:8. “Then go down to Gath of the 
Philistines.” One of the five chicf 
cities and one time the principal city (1 
Chron, 18:1) of Philippi, located in the 
south. “Be they better than these king- 
doms?”’ That is, than the kingdoms of Is- 
rael and Judah, That is, are they more 
prosperous because of God’s blessings. “Or 


their border greater than your border?” 


The answer is “no,” and if they were not 
then Israel] should have been very grate- 
ful for Jehovah's favors. 

THE EVIL DAY MENTIONED 

Vv. 3. “Ye that put far away the evil 
day.” That is, deferred the date and time 
of punishment and calamity when God 
would visit and punish them for their 
unrighteousness. They thus postponed 
their reforms from day to day and from 
year to year. “And cause the seat of vio- 
lence to come near.” They had erected a 
throne or seat of violence in their midst 
having made themselves subjects and 
slaves of wickedness and depression. 

LUXURY AND SELF-INDULGENCE 

REBUKED 

V. 4. “That lie upon beds of ivory.” 
Couches inlaid with ivory. The throne of 
Solomon was thus adorned after the order 
of Assyrian ivory veneers. Thus they 
lived in selfish luxury and debauchery. 
“And stretch themselves upon. their 
couches, and eat the lambs of the flock.” 
They perhaps were slothful and lazy to 
the extent that instead of sitting up to 
eat their food they retired to their 
couches, “And the calves out of the 
midst of the stall.” This would have been 
in order at the festival but they have 
observed such practice in everyday life. 

Vv. 5. “Tiat chant to the souna vf the 
viol.” Or to prattle to idie songs I think 
they were crooning. “And invent to them- 
selves instruments of musick, like David.” 
A reference to stringed instruments and 
modes of singing used by David in the 
sanctuary, 1 Chron. 15:16; 23:5; 2 Chron, 
29:26, 27. They used such music to grace 
their luxurious feasts. 

V. 6 “That drinx wine in bowls.” Or 
from basins as were used for sacrificial 
purposes, Zech. 14:20, also used for 
sprinkling of b'ood, Ex. 38:3; Num. 7:18, 
ete. It was a form of impiety, excess and 
sacriligious practice in their feasts. “And 
anoint themselves with the chief  oint- 
ments.” Such as were used in divine ser- 
vice, Ex. 30:23. In a time of such calam- 
ity as they were facing they should have 
become mourners and not have anointed 
themselves, Ruth 3:3; 2 Sam. 14:2. “But 
they are not grieved for the affliction of 
Joseph.” They were not affected by the 
coming ruin of the ten tribes. They had 
No sympathy with calamity and suffer- 
ing. 

Vv. 7. “Therefore now shall they zo 
captive with the first that go captive.” 
Israel who had held first place among 
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nations and Samaria among cities was to 
go first into captivity and exile. “And the 
banquet of them that stretched them- 
selves shall be removed.” A reference to 
their feasts where they stretched them- 
selves idly on couches. Those who were 
rich but despised the poor thru oppres- 
sion and injustice because of their 
reckless self-indulgence shall be removed 
into captivity. 


Amos 6:11-14 
JUDGMENT PROPHESIED 


Vv. 11. “For, behold, the Lord com- 
mandeth.” The prophet becomes the mit- 
ister thru whom Jehovah announces 1nd 
commands His judgment. “And he wil 
smite the great house with breaches.” 
Their stately palaces would require a 
breach to reduce them to ruins. “And the 
little house with clefts.” The little house 
would fall with but a small rent or cleft. 
It is noteworthy that the great house and 
the little house are to fall together under 
the Assyrian invasion. 

V. 12. “Shall horses run upon the 
rock? will one plow there with oxen?” 
The former prophet uses a rural expres- 
sion as horses could not run safely nor 
gallop over places covered with rocks 
and stones nor men plow the rock with 
oxen. Even so Israel and her judges had 
perverted God’s statutes and righteous- 
ness. “For ve have turned judgment into 
gall, and the fruit of righteousness into 
hemlock.” The administration of justice 
which is a fruit of righteousness had been 
turned. into bitter injustice and wrong. 
It would be as easy to change the course 
and nature of God’s justice and right- 
ecousness as for horses to run over the 
rough p’aces covered with rocks and 
stones or to plow the rock with oxen. 

Vv. 13. “Ye which rejoice in a thing 
cf nought.” A thing which does not real- 
ly exist. Their supposedly continued pros- 
perity and power is referred to. “Which 
say, Have we not taken to us horns by 
our own strength?” A reference is made 
to the wild bull, the strongest animal of 
their afuna. Horns were a symbol of 
strength, Deut. 33:17; 1 Kings 22:11. 
They were boasting of a successful war 
with the Syrians, 2 Kings 14:25, 28. 

V. 14. “But, behold, I will raise up 
against you a nation, O house of Israel.” 
Jehovah here used the Assyrian nation 
to chastise and punish Israel for right- 
eous laws that were broken down and 
statutes violated and misapplied justice. 
See 1 Kings 14:23; Hab. 1:6. “Saith the 
Lord the God of hosts.” A reference to 
the Lord of the armies, of the heaven, 
and of the earth, “And they shall afflict 
you from the entering in of Hamath unto 
the river of the wilderness.” Hamath was 
an important city about one hundred fifty 
miles north of Dan on the Orontes. See 
Num, 34:8; also verse 2. By the river of 
the wilderness is meant “the torrent of 
Arabah which is the curious depression 
in which the Jordan flows south of the 
Dead Sea, varying in width from two to 
fourteen miles across.”

SPECIAL NOTICE 

To the ministers, members and 
friends of the cause in my territo- 
ry, greetings: One of the greatest 
conventions of the Church of God 
in the Northwest has come and 
gone.

We have no exact record of the 
number that were saved, sancti- 
fied and filled with the Holy 
thost, but every one who attended 
knows that there was a goodly 
number. In this convention there 
were matters considered and mea- 
sures passed for the advancement 
of the work and to these I wish to 
call your attention. 

I have appointed Brother Gleun- 
don Logsdon of Minot, N. Dak., 
(pastor of the church there) State 
Secretary and Treasurer for North 
and South Dakota. All mission 
funds or offerings except what is 
due Headquarters must be sent to 
him. I am asking that each pastor 
remember the two offerings each 
month for the mission cause and 
out of that offering is to be taken 
212% of the amount of tithes paid 
in and sent to Headquarters and 
the remainder of the offering to be 
sent to the state mission treasur- 
er, regardless of tne amount. This 
must be done at least each quar- 
ter if not every month. The pastor 
that slacks up on his duty will b2 
remembered as careless and irre- 
sponsible when it comes to b2ing 
depended on, so our being not 
slothful in business will count for 
us. Do not neglect this. I also ask 
that the Jocal church treasurer as- 
sist the pastor and make_ the re- 
ports regularly. We who are carry- 
ing the load of financial burdens 
in the interest of the promotion of 
the cause realize this and you 
must co-operate with us. After 
considering the indebtedness of 
the state camp, I feel it would be 
well to continue the revolving 
fund as heretofore, and the mis- 
sion money in that fund be placed 
as help in paying the camp out of 
debt. Then when the camp ground 
is free of debt replace the mission 
money paid on it in the revolving 
fund to be used in revival work or 
for whatever purpose it can ac- 
complish the most good for the 
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cause. Under this rule the mission 
cause is ore of the plans which 
will be used to help in the camp 
cause as well as the foreign mis- 
sion cause. 

We have divided our work into 
districts this year and_ will state 
the churches in the districts. Some 
are quite a long distance from 
others yet it is the best we can do 
at present. Minot District, Glendon 
Logsdon, overseer: Minot, Lignite, 
Plaza, Ryder, Dunseth, Bertho!d 
and Page. Lemmon District, D. C. 
Boatwright, overseer: Lemmon, 

‘obridge, Cole Springs, Glad Val-

ley, Wahpeton and Wishek. 

District, Joseph Kisser, acins 
overseer: Ree, Beulah, Zap, Gol- 
den Valley, Hebron. The an- 
nouncements of the district con- 
ventions wll be made later and 
will convene right after the As- 


sembly providing I am re-appoint- 
ad as state overseer. We have two 
churches in Canada but no _ dis- 
trict. 

The last item I wish to mention 
is of vital importance from several 
standpoints. The Church of God 
here has established a great record 
and a wonderful credit but we 
must maintain that record and I 
am sure we are going to do it. We 
have succeeded in every undertak- 
ing we have ever made but we 
have now made the greatest of 
our lives in this country, that is 
the purchasing of the camp 
ground in Minot. This is one of the 
greatest steps we have made _ to- 
ward advancement and especially 
in these times of depression. We 
were forced to do it. We hav> 
made the grade so far, 1 am _ sure 
we will make it all the way. There 
are obligations to this investment 
that we must not neglect, so I am 
going to drop a word here for the 
interest of the cause. There was 
over $500.00 taken up in pledges 
at the convention to be paid on or 
before Sept. Ist. A number of 
these pledges have been paid. [| 
suggest that if you can pay your 
pledge, do so before the date due. 
It will save us interest, also it will 
make the account look better as 
we near the half-way mark of this 
debt. There may be those who 
were not at our convention who 
will read these lines and would 
like to share in the burden of this 
cause and help to have the great- 
est camp in the Northwest. If 30, 
you may send your remittance to 
me, addressed Minot, N. Dak., or 
to Glendon Logsdon, Minot, N. 
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Dak. Those who wish can_ send 
their pledge money to Brother 
Logsdon at Minot as he is perma- 
nently located there and I am out 
most of the time evangelizing or 
working in the churches.
